Company was not a 
bonafide bid and therefore advised me 
to reject this bid. Acting on the 
advice of the Corporation Counsel, 
I wish to recommend to this board, 
that the proposed bid of the Higgins 
Mfg. Company be rejected and the 
contract awarded to the Orange 
Screen Company. 


Corporation Counsel Congleton: In 
response to an advertisement by the 
Mayor for sealed proposals for sereen- 
ing the alnishouse he received two 
bids, one purported to be made by the 
Higgins Mfg. Company and the other 
by the Orange Screen Company. 
There is a difference of $3.00 in the 
two bids. The Mayor submitted these 
bids to me for approval as to form- 
ality and I have advised him that in 
my opinion the Higgins Mfg. Com- 
pany has made no bid. What they 
considered as their bid is upon 
their letter-head of that company, 
which letter-head also bears the 
name of James A. Jesty, Sales 
Agent. The bid, however, is signed 
merely James A. Jesty.

Dear Mr. Mayor:— 


Although the United States House 
of Representatives, by an overwhelm- 
ing vote, defeated the proposed tariff 
of 35c per barrel on crude oil, it is 
understood that the advocates of this 
duty will carry their fight to the Fin- 
ance Committee of the United States 
Senate. 
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In view of these facts, as already 
developed, that such a duty would 
limit the supply and increase the cost 
of gas oil resulting in an increase of 
about 5% in the householders, gas 
bills; that asphalt, which is mainly 
dependent upon the Mexican Oil sup- 
ply for its production, would become 
scarce and costly for both paving and 
roofing, and that such a duty would 
bear heavily upon the users of motor 
vehicles, gasoline engines, and, in 
fact, upon all users of petroleum 
products, may I urge that you write 
the Chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee, Honorable Boies Penrose, 
asking to be heard in the interest of 
your constituents.

Corporation Counsel Congleton:— 
Mr. Mayor and gentlemen of the Com- 
mission, you have no doubt read in the 
newspapers the proceedings of the 
Public Service Railway in the United 
States District Court, in which they, 
upon an ex-parte application obtained 
an injunction which allowed them to 
put in effect immediately an 8-cent 
fare. That order was subsequently mod- 
ified after Judge Rellstab had thought 
it over over night. Now there is a rule 


pending returnable Thursday of this - 


week calling upon the State Utility 
Commission to show cause why the 
Public Service Railway should 
not be permitted to put in ef- 
fect the schedule of fares shown in 
the schedule filed on September 17th, 
which would be a 10 cent fare. Im- 
` mediately upon receiving information 
of this through the newspapers, I got 
in touch with Mr. Herrmann, Counsel 
for the Utility Commission and re- 
presentatives of various municipali- 
ties, and at a conference in my office 
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yesterday by numerous represent- 
atives of municipalities and after full 
discussion of the matter, and at which 
we had the benefit of Mr. Herrmann’s 
judgment; also Attorney General Me- 
Cran, it was deemed advisable to have. 
as many municipalities as could, get 
ready by Thursday by having ap- 
propriate resolutions passed by their 
governing bodies and make application 
in this proceeding to the United States 
District Court on Thursday for leave 
to intervene, or to be made a party 
defendant to the suit. The reason for 
that is this: The Public Service Rail- 
way is making an attack upon the 
constitutionality of the Utility Act. 
Our thought is this: If for any reason 
they should say that the Act is un- 
constitutional; then it throws us back 
as we see it to the place where we 
were before our State undertook to 
regulate Utilities and gave to the 
Utility Commission power to fix rates. 


In other words if that act were out of 


existence, then we would be back. to 
the point where the Railway Com- 
panies would be operating upon the 
highways of our City under a fran- 
chise granted by the Municipality 
which they accepted and which 
contains a clause that they shall only 
charge a 5 cent fare, therefore, with- 
out saying in our petition which I am 
preparing, asking leave to intervene, 
that we have special interests 
involved in this proceeding which we 
should be permitted to set forth to the 
Court, and for that reason we think it 
the best procedure for us to take at 
this time. On Thursday an attack 
will be made on the entire proceedings 
on the ground that the District Court 
is without jurisdiction and have ‘not 
proceeded in the proper way. Assum- 
ing that is not granted, it is my 
judgment the City should ask leave 
to intervene and be made a party 
defendant in this suit, and with that 
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in mind, I have prepared a resolution 
which I would like to have read in 
order that you may vote upon it 
intelligently. It also contains a 
provision that I be authorized to 
retain special counsel if deemed neces- 
sary. Under a ruling of the Court 
only two counsels can be heard in a 
matter where the interests are the 
same, so that we would be limited to 
two counsel. Mr. Herrmann stated 
very frankly that he needed assistance 
in getting ready.

pany, Plaintiff, vs. Board of Public 
Utility Commissioners, Defendant, 
on Bill for injunction,” and 


Whereas, The City of Newark is 
not a party defendant in said last 
mentioned action and has interests 
involved therein not represented by 
the Board of Public Utility Commis- 
sioners of the State of New Jersey, 
and 


Whereas, In particular there are in 
existence certain ordinances of the 
City of Newark granting the consent 


of said City to the operation of street 
railways upon its streets, highways 
and public places by the Public Service 
Railway Company, and its pre- 
decessors in title, which ordinances 
limit the rates of fare for transport- 
ation that may be exacted, and which 
ordinances were specifically and 
formally accepted by the grantee 
thereof, and 


Whereas, The Bill of Complaint in 
said cause contains a prayer to the 
following effect: 


“Plaintiff further prays that if 
at any time hereafter and prior to 
the final hearing hereof any person, 
association or corporation shall 
attempt to interfere with the put- 
in into effect and collection of 
said rates of fare filed by plaintiff 
on the 7th day of December last, 
such person, association or corpora- 
tion, or some of them on behalf of 
all, may be made parties defendant 
hereto, and each of them enjoined 
as heretofore prayed.”

Whereas, The said rates of fare so 
mentioned in said prayer is ten cents 
for each adult passenger, without 
charge for transfer, and 


Whereas, In the purpose of the 
City of Newark to attempt to prevent

Resolved, By the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the City of Newark, That 
the Corporation Counsel be and he is 
hereby directed to take whatever steps 
in his judgment may be necessary to 
intervene in the said action, or to 
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cause ne uiy of Newark to be made 
a party defendant thereto; and Be It 
Further 


Resolved, That the Corporation 
Counsel, in conjunction with the re- 
presentatives of other municipalities 
that may choose to join, be and he is 
hereby authorized to retain special 
counsel to carry out the purpose of 
this resolution.

_ An Ordinance regulating taxicabs, 
automobiles and other motor vehicles 
used for hire, and providing penalties 
for the violation thereof. 
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The Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark, Do Ordain: 


1. No person or persons, firm or 
corporation shall hire out, keep, or 
use for hire or pay, or cause to be kept 
or used for hire or pay, any auto- 
mobile, taxicab, or other vehicle 
propelled by moter power for the 
transportation of passengers for hire 
or pay, within the City of Newark, 
without first having obtained a license 
for that purpose. 


2. No person or persons owning or 
operating said automobile, taxicab or 
motor vehicle shall receive a license 
unless he is a citizen of the United 
States, and above the age of twenty- 
one years. 


3. No license shall be issued until 
the said automobile, taxicab or motor 
vehicle has been thoroughly and care - 
fully inspected and found to be in a 
safe condition for the transportation 
of passengers; of good appearance and: 
well painted and varnished; and there 
must be submitted with the application 
a certificate from the Bureau of 
Health of the City of Newark, that the 
said automobile, taxicab or other 
motor vehicle is in a clean and 
sanitary condition, which certificate 
shall contain the state license number 
of said vehicle. 


4. Each applicant for drivers 
license shall, in addition to the require- 
ments of any law of the State, prove 
to the satisfaction of the Commis- 
sioner of Licenses that he is in good 
health, with good eye sight; and that 
he is able to read and write the 
English language, and is of good 
character; that he has knowledge of 
the traffic regulations and the geog- 
raphy of the City, and he must furnish 
with his application for such driver’s 


license, two recent photographs of 
himself of a’size which may be easily 
attached to his license; one of which 
shall be filed with the application, and 
the other attached to the license when 
issued. 


5. All applications for licenses 
shall be made upon blank forms to be 
furnished by the Department of 
Licenses, and such application shall 
contain the full name and address of 
the owner and driver, the names and 
addresses of two responsible citizens 
of Newark, the class of vehicle, the 
length of time it has been in use, 
and the number of persons it is ca- 
pable of carrying. Changes of res- 
idence of owner or driver shall be 
reported in writing to the Director of 
Public Safety within three days. 


6. Every person operating said 
automobile, taxicab or motor vehicle 
shall wear conspicuously on the right 
breast of his outer coat a metal badge 
or shield containing the official license 
number of the vehicle, which badge 
shall be exhibited at any time, upon 


demand of any person, and it shall. 


not be leaned to any other person. 


% No such automobile, taxicab or 
motor vehicle used for the transporta- 
tion of passengers for hire or pay, 
shall be permitted to park in any of 
the public streets of the City of New- 
ark, except in such place or places as 
may be indicated by the Director of 
Public Safety, and for only such 
length of time and under such regula- 
tions as said Director may prescribe. 


8. There shall be a metal sign at- 
tached to a stanchion on the curb or 
other conspicious place, prescribed by 
the Director of Publie Safety, setting 
forth the number of taxicabs, auto- 
mobiles and other motor vehicles used 
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for hire, that will be allowed at said 
stand, and only such automobiles, 
taxicabs and other motor vehicles used 
for hire in such numbers as are set 
forth on the metal sign may remain 
at the stand while waiting for employ- 
ment, and only in single file, pointed 
in accordance with the traffic regula- 
tions. As said motor vehicle leaves 
the line with passengers those behind 
shall move up and any other vehicle 
seeking place on the stand shall ap- 
proach the same only from the rear 
thereof. No such automobile, taxicab 
or other motor vehicle shall stand at 
the curb within fifteen feet of the 
entrance to any railroad station, 
theatre, hotel, restaurant, or other 
public place, and it shall not stand 
within five feet of any crosswalks. 


9. No licensed vehicle, while wait- 
ing employment by passengers, shall 
stand on any public street or place 
other than at or upon a public hack 
stand, nor shall any driver seek 
employment by repeatedly and persi- 
stently driving to and fro in a short ` 
space before, or by otherwise interfer- 
ing with the proper and ordinary 
access to or egress from any railroad 
station, theatre, hotel, restaurant, or 
other public place; but employment 
may be solicited by driving through 
any public street or place, without 
stops other than those due to obstruc- 
tions or traffic, and at a rate of speed 
that will not interfere with or impede 
traffic, and no passengers shall be 
solicited except by the driver thereof, 
while sitting upon the driver’s seat ` 
thereof. No passengers shall be 
taken or discharged except at the 
curb. 


10. Every automobile, taxicab or 
other motor vehicle licensed as afore- 
said, when driven or used after suh- 
down shall have fixed upon the front 


of the outside thereof, two lighted 
lamps with glass fronts and sides, 
upon which shall be firmly fastened 
the number of the license in legible 
figures, at least two inches in height 
so that the same may be plainly seen. 
There shall also be affixed in every 
such licensed vehicle in such. a man- 
ner that the same can be conveniently 
read by any person therein a card at 
least three inches in height by six 
inches in length containing the name 
and residence of the owner and driver 
of said vehicle, the number of their 
licenses, and upon request of any per- 
son who is, has been, or is about to 
become a passenger in his vehicle, the 
driver thereof shall give his license 
number and the license number of his 
vehicle. 


11. No owner or driver of any such 
licensed: automobile, taxicab or other 
motor vehicle shall induce any person 
to employ him by knowingly misin- 
forming or misleading any such per- 
son, either as to the time or place of 
the arrival or departure of any train, 
or as to the location of any hotel, pub- 
lic place or private residence within 
the City; nor shall any such owner or 
driver deceive any person or make any. 
false representations to ‘him or con- 
vey any passenger -to any other place 
or over any other route than that to 
which said passenger may have in- 
structed said driver to go. - 


_ 12.- The. use of the taximeter on 
_ such licensed vehicles shall be compul- 
sory, and the taximeter shall be so at- 
tached that it will not register unless 
the vehicle is in motion, and all such 
taximeters may at any time be offi- 
cially tested by the Department of 
Public Safety, provided that a taxi- 
meter shall not be required on a tour- 
ing car when driven by the owner 
thereof, 


13. Side curtains or shades shall 
not be permitted on any such licensed 
automobile, taxicab or other motor 
vehicle. l 


14. Each and every licensed owner 
shall record in a book kept solely for 
such purpose, the time of departure 
from the garage of every licensed ve- 
hicle, giving the name and address of 
the driver thereof, his license number 
and the license number of the vehicie, 
and the time of the return to the ga- 
rage of .each-such-vehicle shall: also 
be entered in said book, which book 
shall be open for inspection at all 
times to the Department of Public 
Safety. 

15. The fee for the issuance of the 
license herein referred to shall be as 
follows: i

17. A card containing the maxi- 
mum rates of fare to be charged shall 
be affixed in a conspicuous place in 
the inside of said vehicle, and no 
owner or driver shall be permitted to 
charge a rate in excess thereof. 


18. All disputes as to fares shall be 
determined by the officer in charge of 
the Police Station nearest to the place 
where the dispute is had. 


19. The Commissioner of Licenses 
shall have the right at any and all 
times to inspect any and all such li- 
censed vehicles, and reports in writing 
of all such inspections shall be made 
to the proper department of the City. 


20. Any license may be revoked or
